DEATHS FROM INFLUENZA AND PNEUMONIA IN CITIES. 

25 WEEKS— SEPTEMBER 8, 1918, TO MARCH 1, 1919. 

The following table shows the registered deaths from influenza 
and pneumonia (all forms) in 31 large cities of the United States 
during a period of 25 weeks, from September 8, 1918, to March 1, 
1919. The number of deaths from these diseases per 1,000 popula- 
tion for the 25 weeks is also shown. The columns headed "Excess 
deaths from all causes" are intended to show the number of deaths 
from all causes during the period covered in excess of the number 
which would have occurred had the 1917 death rates for the cor- 
responding months prevailed. 

For purposes of comparison the number of registered deaths from 
influenza and pneumonia (all forms) in January, February, Sep- 
tember, October, November, and December, 1917, is shown. 

The. figures are taken from the Weekly Health Index for March 4, 
1919, issued by the Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce.
